With me in Chicago is

Commissioner Ford. In Springfield are Commissioner

Elliott and Acting Commissioner Colgan. I am

Chairman Scott. We have a quorum.

Commissioner O'Connell-Diaz is

available by phone as well. I will move to allow

Commissioner O'Connell-Diaz to participate by phone.

Is there a second?

COMMISSIONER FORD: Second.

CHAIRMAN SCOTT: It's been moved and seconded.

All in favor say, Aye.

(Chorus of ayes.)

CHAIRMAN SCOTT: Any opposed?

(No response.)

CHAIRMAN SCOTT: The vote is 4 to nothing and

Commissioner O'Connell-Diaz may participate by phone.
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Move on to the Transportation Agenda.

We'll begin first with the approval of

minutes from prior Commission meetings. Up first are

minutes from our October 25th Bench Session.

In each case our Transportation counsel

recommends entry of an Order accepting the settlement

agreement.
